THE CART BEFORE THE HORSE 


The Department of Trade and 
Commerce has undertaken . an 
extensive advetrising scheme in 


“western papers in an endeavor 


to encourage the people of the 
west to purchase Canadian 
grown apples. 

- We are informed by friends 
who have just returned from On- 
tario that car loads of apples 
are actually rotting on the 
ground because there ig no mar- 
ket for them. This has been 
the case in Ontario and’ other 
eastern provinces for years, and 
it is no doubt with the hope ot 
inducing people in the western 
appleless provinces to purchase 
‘this surplus stock gnd save this 
waste that the department is un- 
der’ taking this advertising stunt 
at. the present time. 


From our point of view it looks 
very much is if the department 
were putting the cart before the 
horse. Before they start adver- 
tising Canadian apples in the 
west they should make it pos- 
sible for us -to get them here 
without paying prohibitive 
freight rates. At the present 
time it just costs $2.95 freight 
to get a barrel of apples here 
from Ontario. With this freight 
rate. which is about twice as 
‘much as the apples can be 
bought for, there is not much 
use trying to sell Ontario apples 
in the west, and the chancgs are, 
that they will still continue to 
rot on the ground where they 
fell. Since we can hardly ex- 
pect our members of parliament, 
who are either stockholders in or 
ex-solicitors of our railway com- 
panies, to do much in the way 
of trying to get freight rates

Our first impression was that 
this was a pertinent and timely 
question, ‘but after a_ little 
thought and reflection we are of 
the opfnion that’these are just 
the kind of people: we want in 
Western Canada at the present 
time. As for our owm unem- 
ployed we, like all other coun- 
tries, have always had them 
with us and ho doubt always 
will, Belgians or @®no — Belgians. 
Our thousands of acres of virgin 
prairie have been inviting those 
unemployed for years and our 
governments have been offering 
them the same inducements as 
they will offer the Belgians, yet 
they have not accepted. | The 
reason is obvious: their tastes 
and tendencies do not run along 
agricultural lines. With the 
Belgians it is quite different. 
They are an agricultural people. 
|and there is probably no country 
in the world. which has’ made

The Belgian delegation 
which visited America recently 
passed through Canada. On their 
Way they viewed the country 
from the car windows, .and this 
is what one of their number has 
to ‘say of what théy saw;
